I attended a meeting of the Central Intelligence Gi^up of the 
National Intelligence Authority on the afleraoon of July 2, I946# This ' Mila Oandy^ 
mee'bing was held to discuss the attached directive fflO» Representatives 
of the Immigration and Customs Service were present^ and after discussing 
the attached directive, it was agreed that Immigration and Customs would 
be able to have the additional questions needed by the Central Intelligence' 
Group included on the questionnaire and obtained from aU aliens arriving ^ 
in the United States in order that the National Intelligence Agency could 
index and have available in its central files, the names of an aliens and 
information concerning the location from which they had come, as well as i 
the names of citizens and the locations smd places which they iiad^visited ^ 
in Europe. It was then the plan of the N]^ to review these qudstionimlres 
and any of those which appeared to possess informtion of value on a partic^ar 
area such as the economics, financial setup, location of various type of 
factories, could be sent a questionnaire by the NIA which upon execution and 
return to the NIA by the individual could further be studied and in the 
event it was deemed, desirable, the information obtained thereby could be 
referred either to the Army, Na’jy, FBT or other Interested agency and in 
the event the other interested agency deemed it pertinent, that person 
could be interviewed and the information thus made available to the other

Tfte attacfted proposed directive of the ffatioi 
J^telligenoe Authori ty covers a proposal that a type of Questionnaire 
mil be sejVT~to persons entering the United States to .determine whether 
they have information of value on a particular subject with reference to 
some foreign, country in which they have lived or travelled* If the 
question i& affirmative in its answers, the person. will be interviewed 
to obtain the data which he possesses. This will probably raise the ques^ 

^ tion as to who will interview these people in the United States to obtain 
U information relating to economics^ finances, industrial information, 

subversive activities, or other data which are of an intelligence nature 
but which are not of immediate and direct Army or Navy interest* The 
consideration of this question must of necessity include the realisation 
that if the Bureau declines to interview the people submitting affirmative 
information on the questionnaires returned to the National Intelligence 
Authority^ that Authority will be justified in establishing an investiga-- f 
tive unit for operation within the United States* Of course, the 
information sought by this unit will ostensibly, at least, relate to 
conditions outside the United States. The establishment of this investi^ 
gative unit, however, must be viewed in the light, of its being potentially 
the camel ^ s nose under the tent** in so far as the usurpation of the 
domestic jurisdiction is concerned* I think the Bureau should gird 
itself for an all-out fight against permitting the National Intelligence 
Authority to operate in the domestic field, but I do think that we will 
have to figuratively walk a tight rope in meeting some of the issues* 

If "bhe Bureau agrees to interview the people who submit 
questionnaires reflecting that they possess some potential information 
upon some foreign country, I have no doubt but that the National .Intelligena 
Authority will be very loose in its evaluation and will just dump on the

S^ach such person and beneficiary must 
also execute an agreement to indemnify 
Commodity Credit Corporation, and also 
the Purchasing Agency if it makes the 
purchase for Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, against any loss resulting from the 
establishment by any other person of a 
superior right to the cotton. The in- 
demnity agreement must be submitted 
with the sales documents. Copies of this 
agreement may be obtained from the 
Regional Office of Commodity Credit 
Corporation, New Orleans 12, Louisiana, 

Sales documents tendered pursuant to 
the last two paragraphs above must bear 
a written certificate of approval exe- 
cuted by the appropriate county agri- 
cultural conservation committee. Such 
sales decuments may be submitted to the 
Regional Office of Commodity Credit 
Corporation, New Orleans 12, Louisiana, 
or to a Purchasing Agency, and Com- 
modity Credit Corporation will accept 
such documents from Purchasing Agents 
under its 1945 Cotton Purchasing Agency 
Agreements.

must not have sold and repurchased the

August 8th the Attorney General sent for me' and 
displayed to me the original of a letter addressed 
to him under date of August 8th over the signatures 
of Messrs. Patterson^ Acheson^ Sullivan and Leahy 
relating to the transj^e.r of '^IS functions to the CIG. 

I outlined at considerable-length the Director ^S' views 
with reference to the taking- over of SIS by CIG and, 
advised the Attorney General that the proposed schedule 
was grossly unsatisfactory to the Bureau. I outlined to 
the Attorney General all. of the developments- in this 
situation since the first of July and pointed out^ the 
Director's views, and told him' tfigi the Director felt '' 
that the CIG should take over the first group of Latin 
American offices bn September 15^ the second oh 
November 1st and the third' group on January 1st. At the 
termination of my statement^ of thd Bureau's position, the 
Attorney General stated that Jie- "desired to "go along" 
with the request of Patterson et al in so far as' it was * 
practical ' and possible because he felt that the' President 
undoubtedly concurred in tJiis program, t told' the 
Attorney General that I wquijlj'ead' the letter to, the 
Attorney General to Mr.' Hoover by telephone and would furnish 
the Attorney General with Mr. Hoover's views' by- memorandum. 
Such a memorandum' was. prepared, approved by the Director 
and fo'rwarde'd t‘6 the Attorney Gen'eral. Xqu are familiar 
with its contents.

The Richmond Held Division has called to the attention of the vn 
Bureau an article entitled «The l&tional Intelligence Authority" hy David K. _ 

E« Bruce which appeared in The Virginia Quarterly Review, sunsner issue of I946, 

Bruce is described by the magazine as an Amy officer who in the latter part of 
1945 rounded out four years of service with the COI, which later became the Oflicec* - 
of Strate^c Services* He is said to have served for 2| years in the Held Artillery 
during the first Yforld ".far and to have later entered the United States foreign Ser^ce. 
It is said that much of Bruce *s service with OSS was in Great Britain anj the Review 
adds ttet Ms practical esqierience at home and abroad enables b-iw to speak Mth 
authority in urging the importance of a strong Central Intelligence organization 
for tMs country.

Bruce begins Ms discussion by pointing out the necessily for maintenance 
of a strong American Foreign Intelligence Agency on a permanent basis* He reviews 
the inadequacies of our intelligence organizations prior to Yforld War II, stressii^ 
the fact that until that time we had no intelligence services of any kind worthy J J 
of the name* He pointed out that we were unique among the great powers in "^s 
respect* Bruce recalled that in World War I the United^ States had establislied ei 
CryptograpMc Corps and that in 1929 tMs had been dissolved* He added that during 
1917 and I9I8 the Army and Ifevy had developed a slight acquaintance with the techMques 
of secret intelligence and counterespionage activities, but that bhe most capable men 
engaged in tMs work were soon dispersed* ^

“ The author points out, that with -^hq attack on Peam^arbqrtwe'Tresdizea ^ 

we had been betrayed' by the coi4)lete our intellig^je a^encies:^ "Any 

intelligence service worthy of the name should have . f oretS-d iil^q^veni/. It seems 
incredible that we have been so unaware of Japanese plans and projects. The Japanese 
scarcely attempted to conceal their spying activities. Counteresplonage> monitoring 
and inter.ception of messages from their Consulates in the Hawaiian Islands should 
have yielded .a rich harvest*" It is then pointed out that we should have drastically 
ireorganlzed o\u* intelligence ser^ce immediately, but we failed to do so. Here the 
author speaks disparagingly of' the Activities of(?G-2 and ONI and to the short-si ghtddness 






of the State Department. He points out that the latter refused to permit the assign- 
ment of trained observers to VichQr Prance who could have worked with the French 
undergroiuid. He then begins a discussion of the establishment and activities of 
the Office of Coordinator of Information (COI) under William J. Donovan, which he 
refers to as the first organization in UxAted States ‘ History which promised 
.centralization of data required for strategic decisions on hipest poliiy levels. 
/Bruce points out that Donovan encountered jealousies on the part of War, Ifevy and 
/ State Department offici.aIs, but because of his '‘ability, coxrrage, and imagination'* 

/ and «his almost unique qralities of leadership and. his remarkable facility of 
' eliciting from all types of men and women loyal and conscientious service to the 

( government" he was able to attract men of inestimable. f worth to the new organization. 
Bruce extols the accomplishments of the COI and OSS during the war, but points out 
that because of the above-mentioned- jealousies of the older services the organization 
never reached its highest potential of success. 


Bruce then refers to the well-known "Donovan plan," which he says was pre- 
pared at the suggestion of -Uie President and outlined a permanent postwar intelli- 
gence organization. Here again he refers to the obstruct oriLst tactics of the State, 
War, and Navy Departments, which prevented Donovan's plan from being adopted. He 
points out, however, that the plan in essence, was finally adopted- more than a year 
later with the establishment of the MCA. He expresses regret because the NEA was not 
fto be given an independent budget, saying it was thus gravely handicapped. He * 
[pointed out that doraihant positions would be held by State, War, and Ifeivy representa- 
rtives, and that it would be difficult to recruit con5)etsnt civilians. He pointed 
[out also that it was inqprobable that busy Secretaries of the three departments could 
devote sufficient time to the direction of the NTA and that as a result, it may 
decline to the position of an ineffective coordirator between the established 
intelligence agencies who in the past have shoivn marked disinclination to coordinate.

Bruce concludes his article by stressing the fact that .an espionage and 
counterespionage organization demands a degree of technical skill, of administrative 
ability, a:nd knowledge of foreign^ languages,- customs and history such as is exacted 
by no other professioni. He expresses the belief that the charter for an intelligence 
agency must be ah excl^ivev one becatse "competitive’ activities by other departments 
or agencies make the necessary secrecy of its missions in5)ossible arxd endarpr the 
secririty and even the liyes of its operatives.'* He points out that an efficient, 
strategical intelligence agency is the country's first line of defense.
